The ICooteiiay 
electoral district in tlie K. Ih as 
largo us Irnlaiul. iioM in small (juiin- 
liticy is notic''<l in all tii(> iiuuuiiorai)lo 
c-rooks that (low throu^li tlm vallt>y 
anil oiiH)ty thcnisclvps iulo Colurnliia 
and Ivootenay rivers. The ])a.stura;,'e 
hy the Columbia lakes, a charming dis 
triet, is as good as any in tlie world. 
Thorn intbecoldest winter cattle thrive, 
;ind in April ihoy are in prime condi- 
lion. -Ill the whole diiti'ict ihero are 
unly two white women, nine oi' ton 
settlors,th irty miners and forty China 
Mien. But a thousand industrious fani 
ilifs could do well there fanning ami 
mining with the rocker, llow to get 
there is the troulile. The sliorte.st 
i-outc i.s l)y Walla Walla through 
Wuahington Territory and Idaho. In 
Kootonay thousiindy of dolhir.s have 
been squandered in making trails to 
the pockets of politicians; and there is 
no road by which the emigrant could 
approach to tlic bcantifid .solitudes of 
the ileserl. In IStiG the yield of g.dd 
nil Wild ll(.rsf (.'reek excec.lcel 'one 
million dollar.s. This iirohpei-ous min 
ing cauip has disap|icared. 'rin- ig 
Morance and incompetence of "minis- 
ters" linve ruined Kootenay; but it 
sends two representatives to the l.egis- 
hili\ e assembly and our fai-iners pay 
two thousand dollars a year and nuire 
for the clocpience of a llallhraitli and a 
(Sallagher. Tiiose are liUeral farmers; 
and this is an enligiitened age. 

The vast region north of h'ort t li-orge 
on the 51tli jiarallel stretching' away 
to feacn rivt!r is almost uirKUdwii, IjuI 
iL is a colli country and will remain as 
it is for fifty years, or until a surplus 
population in the south are forced to 
seek homes in the north. Along the 
banks of the Fraser from Fort fjcorge 
to Fort Alexander there are a few far 
mers who raise fine ]iotntoes and wheat, 
I hey Imvu horse.s and cattle, they nrc. 
not rich, but they enjoy peace anil 
])!enty. 'Proceeding southward the 
traveller finds tlio .soil and climate im- 
proving. At the upper end of Wil- 
liam.s lake Pinchbeck's fnrra-his thresli- 
iug machines, mowers, and rea[iers; and 
the wide fields of wheat that are wa\- 
ing over the plain, look like tlie ad- 
vanced guard of Progress on its march. 
A few miles farthersouth luigle's large 
farm well cultivated, his .sawmill.s, and 
the piles of lumber prepared for set 
tiers in the locality are sun^ signs of 
prosperity. And close by his place, at 
.Sugar Cane, there is an Indian farni- 
Tho savages have aliaiulone.l the soli- 
tudes and talk of building with timber 
from thomill. They have one plough but 
no harrow, still they have shovels and 
picks, and it is truly amazing to see 
what they have done in a few months 
as farmers with sucli tools. Tlieir re 
servation contains aljout three liiindred 
acres and two-thirds of it is unliL for 
cultivation. A hundred Indians here 
have been granted a hundred acres ! 
IJnele Horn's agents rob the Indians and 
his soldiert murder them. It costs less 
to take his land and let him .starve. 
We cannot help asking, are i-ivilived 
white men savages ( 

'I'lio Chilcotin count mi Ijotli .sides 
of the ;VJn(l parallel and on the right 
bank of the Kra.ser i.i an immense pas 
til rage larger than Kootenay, and the 
best cattle range in the |iroviiice. The 
prairies are wiile and the luiiich grass 
abundant. Immense In'rds of cat! le,the 
propcrtv of nomailie fanners have been 
fed here for many years and must have 
yielded large profits. Hundreils of 
their cattle perislied in the snow the 
winter before last, hut the cattle 
of the few settlers esi-ajicil because they 
had hay. I'he nomads dciiciul a good 
deal on chance. In this vast district 
there arc only five white men, and 
there is room for livi' thousand. It 
stretches away through thi; lake conn 
try to Fort Frnser on the Is'ecliiico riv 
er, and is the best unoccupieil district 
in the province. Its open prairies. the 
creeks hy which they am watered, and 
the woods, are placed by nature in po 
hitions to make iliem comenieiu, tin- 
rivers and lakes aie full of fish and 
the woods are full of game. We see 
the clear streama in the unoccupied 
prairies and rcmenilior the millions of 
freemen who arc looking fur inastrrs in 
crowded cities and in rural districts 
we cannot liidp asking, is there a slH\e 
that would not be his own mastm- .' 
Oil, yes, millions of them, and they 
will continue to look for wages ami to 
starve like beggar.f. There is in this 
province land enough for a million of 
tliem. Tliey can take it and be free. 

.•V bridge across the I'raser near 
Williams Lake: would o]ien up the vast 
prairies of Chilcoiin and place tbein m 
direct communication with the settle- 
ments on the left bank of the river. A 
gentleman who has some experienci' as 
a military engiiioer tells us that at a 
point ten miles south of WiUiamii Lake 
near Mr. English's farm the river iiass 
es through a canon formed of lime 
stone and that the e.xpen.se of tdasting 
and raksing the level of the river thir- 
ty feet there would be inconsiderable. 
Four thousand dollars o.xpendod on 
such a work would make the river nav 
igable to fioda creek and the .steam 
Ijoat now plying between that jioint 
and the canal could come down througli 
Ibe settlements, jiass by (he Chilcotin 
prairie and anchor within a thousand 
yards of Mr. English's house on the 
.Fraser. "And," ho adds, "raising the 
level of tlio river fifty feet at this point 
would not cause the slightest damage 
to any part of the earth's surface. " 
We believe this statement deserves 
consideration, but it is nseie'^s to hope 



that our local rulers will do anything 
to facilitate the approach of popuhi 
tion. 

The iiKignificent mainland is locked 
up for want of roads; the interior of 
Vancouver Island is unknown and our 
three ministers, like three impor- 
tant ]iarrots, t;it on their ]ierches in a 
briid; building and occupy all their 
time ill making '7it< ' which may he 
dcscrilied as jules til incomprehensible 
rubbish, a jiu/zle for the judges and a 
disgrace to the people wdio pay tea 
thousand dollars a year a."^ salary to 
the |)arrols. .\.bout half the reven- 
ue of the jjrovince goes into the ])0ck- 
ets of politicians. And this wilful 
waste must continue until the people 
begin to think of the prosperity that 
I'oads and bridges would bring to ev- 
ery man's door. They can never pros 
per until they sei> clearly that chariii- 
iiig parrots are expensive pots when 
they arc solemnly inaugurated as local 
"ministCFf?."

that is necosaary to assure to ua the com- 
mand of ^capital and labor siitlicieiit to 
devehip our great natural resources.

Canadian vs. American Kauufacturos 
in ICaiiitolia. 

'i'o TiiK liorrou. — Our attention has 
been called to a letter which appeared 
ill your issue of the l.'itli inst. liemled 
" ^lanitoba and tlie Xor' West ' and 
signed " Traveller. " To the general 
tenor of your corresijondent's letter we 
have notliiDg to say; but in one nmttcr 
he Las made a most ghiriiig; error, and 
we trust you will allow us a little of 
vour valinilile .space id set vour rcailcrs 
right. 

T'ho following statoiuciit is made by 
Travelior : '' — " American machinery 
is extensively usetl (in Manitoba) as be 

ing better in every respect than the 
Canailiaii, notwitlistaiuliiig the enor- 
mous duty imposed upon it. " This i.s 011- 
tirely incorrect, und if " 'I'raveller " had 
taken any |)aiiis whatever to (lost him 
self he would never have made so reek 
less a statoiuent. In flin first place 
.-Vnierican niacliiiiery is not betcc^r than 
Canadian, and in tho second ])l.ice it is 
;((./, e..cten.sivoly used in M:initoba anil 
the Nor' W est. l'"our or live years ago 
.American niaiuifuetures diil control tho 
iiiaciiineiy ti-adeof the Nor' We.st; but 
now it is almost exclusively in (lie liaiuls 
of (,'aniuliaii manufacturers. The prinei pal 
reason for tliis lay in the fact that tin 
til within the past few voars < 'aiuuliaii 
iiiaiiiifacturers were not posted as to tho 
necessities of the Nor' West, nor in tl.t 
production of the imiilcments iTijuired 
for that tradr. This was more jiarticu- 
laily tho caso in regard to jdougiis and 
farm wagons, which for prairie farming 
ilifl'er materially from tlu)..5e in usi; in 
< bitario. Canadian inaimfarturi'rs, how 
ever, are not asleeji, and today tlii'ie 
is hardly an iniplempiit mado in the 
I'liited States tliat is not .also prodiicod 
ill I Intario. .-Vs regards I he i|nalil v of 
tlie I 'aliadian article it is fully equal to 
the .\ineriraii and in many lines the 
home-jirotiticiHl goods are sujierior and 
better ailajited for tin; trade than the 
t'oieign articlp. In mowing and reaj)- 
ing inaeliines, for instance, those of 
the ( 'anailian manufacturer are mucli 
better than the American, and it is a 
well known fact to those who arc con- 
versant with the tratle that the receiil 
Caiiadi.'in inventions in this particular 
branch has't: been copied and iiitroduo 
f'd in the -•Vincrican market. There are 
still a few American-made plouglhs sold 
in .Manitoba; but lliose are principally 
sulkey ploughs which are not u.sed in 
Ontario, and as yet have not been man- 
ufactured in I 'anadn. However, there 
are twentv Canadian made plougli.s sold 
in .Manitoba for one of .'\iiiericaii iiiaii 
iifacture, and in harrows, wagons, bay 
rakes, fanning mills, seedor.s, mowers, 
reapers, self-binding harvesters, thresh 
ing luacliineH, portable engines, saw ami 
gristing machinery, stoves and many 
other article.s, the trade of .Manitoba 
and the Nor' West is almost exclusive- 
ly Canailian. .\s a proof of this we 
would say that our Manitoba branch 
sold during the season Just closed 110 
Osborne self biiuling harvesters, I'J.'i 
mowing machines, about 100 reaping 
inaeliines, about 1 ."'00 ploughs, -100 sets 
of liarrons, lOOsociIors, lli.'i horse rakes, 
•'i-'iU farm wagons, 20 threshing ina- 
eliines, besides a largo number of 
Champion engines, grist and saw mills. 
.■VII these goods aro of Canadian make, 
except one oar load of ploughs, and one 
car load of .Vinerican maile <3sboriie 
biiulei's, wliicli we were obliged to iin 
port to fill orders, after our own jiro 
due. ion was exhausted. 

We have during the past yearesta-b- 
tislird a branch of our business with 
Messrs. Burns ,v Co., of your city, as 
our 1 e|)resenLativos, and xve trust that 
the day ia not far distant when the pro- 
vince of British Columbia will be sup- 
plied with Canadian made impleinents 
which will be found better aud cheapi.'r 
than any that can be imported.
